More than 10,000 voters weighed 
in on the state's 2014"best-of awards, with a whopping 
650,000-plus individual votes in 177 categories. 
That's a lot of love, all brought to you by Seven Days, the state's alternative 
newsweekly. 

In this, our 12th year of hosting what we call "the Daysies," we doubled 
the pleasure: In the first round, Vermonters nominated their favorites in 
categories from Thai food to tattoo artist, creemee to car dealer. Second, 
we tallied up the votes, selected up to five finalists in each category and 
offered those up for voting again. Turns out, we all like multiple choice. 

Not only that, but finalists like campaigning! Most of them got into the 
spirit, encouraging their fans to vote with signs in their store windows, 
posts on Facebook and (often hilarious) tweets. 

A note about the "Outside Chittenden County" section. In Vermont the 
largest population is inside Chittenden County, so it's tough for anyone 
outside to top the Burlington area (unless the category involves mountains). 
But in some instances — say, shoe store or pizza — the passionate swell of 
votes from outside Chittenden County justified separating the category. 
So that's what that means. 

One more thing: Our "bonus' category this year contained 16 questions. 
We've sprinkled eight of the winners throughout this magazine. What's the 
best place in Vermont to get naked? Look for it people. 

Congrats to all the Daysies winners, perennials and newbies, and thanks 
to Seven Days readers — you're the best. 

SEVEN DAYS STAFF 
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Of all the Daysie award categories, none has grown more than food. 

Few of us with a smartphone can eat a meal anymore without taking a 
snapshot, and we're ordering more adventurously all the time. Ours is 
unquestionably a foodie culture, and the Green Mountains boast some of 
the nation's best farms and dining to match. 

Seven Days likes to celebrate the food scene's growing diversity. That's 
why we added 16 new categories this year and eliminated others. Best Asian, 
a perpetual source of confusion for voters, is now separated by specific country. Despite 
the local ascendance of Vietnamese cuisine in recent years, we were slow to add it to 
categories including Chinese, Thai and sushi. It now gets its rightful place, with winner 
Pho Hong earning its first Daysie. 

The Daysies are a great way to reinforce locals' favorites, but this year we also aimed I 
guide and enlighten visitors to our fair state. To that end, we chose some basic, popular 
dishes and asked our readers to name a favorite version. 

Since breakfast is the most important meal of the day, we added prizes for the best 
eggs Benedict in and outside Chittenden County and the best breakfast sandwich. For 
those who prefer a sweet start, we inaugurated a cider doughnut category — and Cold 
Hollow Cider Mill got the prize. 

Other individual food items getting their first shot at Daysies stardom include steak, 
fries, wings, sandwiches, frozen yogurt and bread. Think of this guide as a gustatory 
shopping list filled with must-try tips.

HEN OF THE WOOD 

It's hard to believe that the Burlington outpost of Hen of the Wood qualifies as a new restaurant. Since opening 
last October, it has quickly become an essential part of the Queen City scene. 

Not surprisingly, both restaurants — owned by chef Eric Warnstedt and wine specialist William McNeil — 
swept several Daysies categories this year (including Warnstedt for best chef). But while the original Waterbury 
Hen is all about its pastoral, waterside location, Burlington's Hen is at the center of activity. 

Adjacent to Hotel Vermont, the new Hen of the Wood attracts its share of destination diners, as well as 
locals who hang out at the bar fora spicy Ancho & Apples cocktail, a plate of oysters or piles of thinly sliced 
Southern ham. 

Warnstedt and co.'s most notable new toy is the wood fire that cooks lamb ribs, rabbit legs and everything 
in between — as long as it's local. Practically the only dishes not licked by fire here are the desserts. Try to save 
room fora maple-inflected opera cake or an intense crabapple sorbet.

In the most 
recent tally, our humble state 
was home to more than 40 
breweries (and counting). And, 
even as brewers and drinkers 
start to wonder whether this 
growth is sustainable, thirsty 
Vermonters keep lining up, 
Oliver Twist-style, for more. 

The 2014 Vermont Brewers 
Festival sold out in a mere 11 
minutes, besting last year's 
30-hour fire sale.

We've also added two new categories for cideries — hard and alcohol- 
free —to recognize Vermont's diversifying apple industry. While the "people's 
press" at Citizen Cider now has a Burlington tasting room, the year also 
spawned new companies such as Shacksbury Cider in Shoreham. 

And let's not forget the other folks who go with the flow: the bouncers, 
dutifully checking IDs and booting the perilously drunk: the friendly 
bartenders who know what you're drinking before you do; and the saintly 
baristas who pour your morning fix, complete with that charming latte art 
that makes your Monday.

CITIZEN CIDER 

Since Citizen Cider opened in 2011, its production has grown exponentially, 
from 5,000 gallons in its inaugural year to 28,000 its second year. As of 
this printing, the cidery has already produced 100,000 gallons in 2014. 

When it comes to "Cider of the People," success has unloosed a well- 
spring of innovation and creativity at the 3-year-old cidery. What began 
as a single, off-dry Unified Press has morphed into a line of six different 
standard ciders, including a hopped cider and a bourbon-barrel cider aged 
at Smugglers' Notch Distillery. A cellar-series program pilots new presses 
and recipes. 

At Citizen Cider's expansive Pine Street tasting room, which opened 
in spring 2014, patrons sip from nine ciders on draught, and enjoy hearty 
bar snacks such as $3 pocket pies and a $7 chicken biscuit. On Tuesdays, 
Austin natives in the kitchen bring real-deal tacos to Burlington; on 
Thursdays, $5 gets you a McKenzie hot dog and tallboy can of cider.
